EHRICO EERMI AWAKD 

The Atomic Energy Act of 195^ (Public Law 703>83rd Congress) provides the 

following in Section 15?b(3) " The Commission may also, upon the reccxn- 

mendation of the General Advisory Committee, and with the approval of the President, 
grant an a^rd for any especially meritorious contribution to the development, use, 
or control of atomic energy". 

The first award under this Act was made on November 16 , 195^ ^ to Enrico Fermi. 

In DecCTiber of 1955 the General Advisory Committee recommended to the Atomic Energy 
Commission that an Enrico Fermi Award he established on a permanent basis, and that 
it be international in scope, available to scientists of all nations. These recom- 
mendations, together ^dLth others pertaining to the Award, were approved by the 
Commission early in 195^. 

The Commission deteimined that the Award should be made not more often than 
annually, and not necessarily aisnually. previous recipients of the Award have been 
Dr. John von Neumann, Dr. Ernest 0. Lawrence, Dr. Eugene P, Wigner, Dr. Glenn T. 
Seaborg, and Dr. Bans A. Bethe. The General Advisory Committee now has the duty of 
inviting nominations for the next Enrico Fermi Award. 

In fulfilling our obligation under the Atomic Energy Act, we invite you as an 
jndivi dMal, to nominate a candidate who, in your judgment, has made an especially 
meritorious scientific or technical contribution to the development, use, or control 
of atomic energy. The Committee wishes no worthy candidate to be overlooked. 

Nominations should be received by the Chairman, General Advisory Committee, 

U. S. Atomic Energy Commission, P. 0. Box 3528, Washington 7> P. C., not later than 
In making a nomination, please mi nimi ze such biographical data as 
found in standard reference works, and place principal emphasis on a 
concise statement of the scientific or technical achievements upon which the nomina- 
tion is based. 

Nominees for the Awards of previous yeeurs will be considered again for the next 
Award. Although supporting material for previous nominees is available in the office 
of the General Advisory Committee, it is requested that you renominate your candidate, 
if you should so desire, and furnish any new or supplementary evidence in his behalf. 

Your assistance to the Committee in the selection of a nominee for this impor- 
tant Award will be greatly appreciated.
